BIGGERS DISCUSSES NEW 
BRITISH DUTY ON CARS 


New York, May 29. — 
Biggers, managing director 
Dodge Brothers in London, arrived 
on the Cunard liner Berengaria 
yesterday and had the following to 
say of conditions abroad:— 

“Business conditions in England 
have not been as good this year as 
last year. The whole situation is 
in a state of flux. The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has. recommend- 
ed a 33 1-3 per cent. duty on com- 
mercial cars and trucks in addition 
to the 33 1-3 per cent. on passen- 
ger cars, already effective. While 
parliament has not approved the 
new duty, as yet, the situation is 
serious for American and continen- 
tal exporters. I am-.going back to 
Detroit to take the questi up 
with officials. We have no definite 
idea, as yet, as to our future policy. 
However, looking’ ahead, I think 
personally, conditions in Great 
Britain are going to improve con- 
stantly. ‘They have been through 
along period of only fair business 
since the war and they have built 
up a sound foundation for all in- 
dustries.”’

Chicago, May 29.—Chicago in- 
surance and automobile men are 
heartily in accord with the action 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce in going on record 
as opposed to compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance. 

They maintain ethat compulsory 
| insurance would place upon the 
jinsurance carrier, to a considerable 
| decree, the responsibility of curbing 
accidents. 

| It is pointed out that the primary 
ifunction of insurance is to indem- 
jnify after the occurrence of a loss; 
while it is conceded that the edu- 
cational activities of insurance 
companies in accident prevention 
"have been successful. Even so, the 
belief is expressed that the final 
responsibility for ‘the reduction of 
accidents rests squarely upon the 
communities, which, with their 
police powers, are in position to 
enforce regulatory measures and do 
many other things which insurance 
companies cannot do. "

accidents as automobile drivers. It

When a 

man buys a car which enables him to widen his 

sphere of commercial activity, that car will bring 
into the family coffers more than it takes out. 

When a family buys a car that enables it to move 

further from the bread winner’s place of business 

and thus obtain better living conditions and lower 
rent, that car brings in more than its cost and up- 
keep takes away. Statistics compiled by the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Commerce-show that 

the average car is used more than 75 per cent. for 

business purposes. It may be used for the family’s 

pleasure on Sunday, but it is used to increase the 
family income during the week. 

If the motor car had been purely a means-of enjoyment, 
it. would have been a tremendous factor in the building of 
modern America. Its contribution to the health of America 
would alone have justified its existence. But we do not be- 
lieve that it ever could have achieved its present position, 
unless its use was a positive commercial gain; unless, in 
other words, it had been an economic asset and not a mere 
liability to be charged off to “amusement.” 

However, Mr. Lester is quite right in calling attention 
to the danger of over-extended credit. The automotive in- 
dustry is vitally interested in seeing that credit purchasing 
is conducted on a safe and sane basis, which allows the 
American people to gain the ailvantages of buying from 
income, but does not subject tham to the risk of inflating 
theiw-credit commitments to a di igerous level.
